Coroner J, J. Roberts, of Sfceranton,
W in l.hv- clty yesterday morning and
viewsd the remaine of Miss Bridget
Bryden, who perlshod in the fire that
destroyed John Brown's home on Wed-
neaday afternoon, The coroner did not
deem It pecessary 1o holid an Inquest,
He wenigto the home of Miss Bryden's
niece, whers the body wins tnken when
It wis recovered, and where It still re-
mains, His decizlon as to the cnuse of
death was that she came to her death

through suffocation In an aceldent.

It was lenrned yesterday afternoon
that Mr. John Dirown, for whom Miss
Hryden was housekeeper, had §300 In
bille stored away in a pitcher in the
puntry. It wax undoubtedly this pri-
vate fund that Miss Hryden was try-
ingg to eave when she was struck by
Lthe fulling beams thut pinned her down
and held her (11 she died.

Johin Brown, who wag at work in
the Coalbrook mine, was sent for when
the fire broke out, but did not reach
hie home until nearly dark. He did
not hoave n stitch of clothing left to
change for his mining outfit or any-
thing of value left in the world, He
did not have a cont's worth of insur-
anee on hid bullding or furniture,

A new egg preserving nachine hus
fust hoen imteeduced in the English
mavket. By means of this maching
Mr. Chyistionson, the
fresh cggs can be preserved n good
vondition during twelve monlhe’ stor-
wge, The principle of the apparatus is
based upon the fact that #o long as
the yolk of an egg 18 kept from resting
upon the shell the sound quality of the
crg s maintained. The problem, there-
tore, has been to devise a simple ap-
paratus by means of which a lwrke
number of cggs can be given the ro-
aulsite movement without the expendl-
ture of much time ar labor, It congists
of n substantially-made framework,
supporting a serles of perforated metal
triyve, so placed and equipped with fit-
tings that thelr angle of Inclinailon
can be varied by one tarn of a4 hanain
In u central position at the side
the framework, The cgigs are placed in
perforations In the trays, each tray
holding 120 cggs. The trays vary in
number according to the sige of (he
muchine, varlous siges belng designad,
the largeat of which s capable of hald.
ing ux many as 16,000 cgES, all of which
can be turned simultonsously by a
single movement These movements
must be glven once within o stated
period, In order that the yalk shall be
retained In the desired positlon. It is
obvious thut & machine of this nature,
by which great numbers of eggs Can
be preserved practically without cdst
of labor or materials, is of the greats
cst Importance to all denléers and nzers
in the trade
